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New Fireworks Ordinance Passed

Council Prohibits Water Waste; 
Encourages Conservation by Everyone

	 The Village Council has passed a new fireworks 
ordinance and the changes could affect you.
	 Permissible fireworks in the village will now be 
cone fountains, crackling devices, cylindrical foun-
tains, flitter sparklers, ground spinners, illuminating 
torches, toy smoke devices, and wheels.
	 Prohibited aerial fireworks include aerial spin-

ners, helicopters, mines, missile-type rockets, roman 
candles, shells, and stick-type rockets. Prohibited 
ground audible devices are chasers and firecrackers.
	 Fireworks vendors will now obtain the fireworks  
retail sales permit  from the village fire department.
	 The new fireworks ordinance is available on the 
village website site, wwwloslunasnm.gov.

	 The Village Council has passed an ordinance  
which prohibits any “person, firm, corporation, or gov-
ernment facility or operation“ from causing or permit-
ting to occur any water waste or the flow of fugitive 
water onto adjacent properties or public rights-of-way 
“whether served by the municipal water utility or by a 
private well.”
	 Water waste is non-beneficial use of water. Such 
uses include water applied so it overflows the land-
scaped area being watered and runs onto adjacent 
property or public right-of-way and washing vehicles, 
equipment or hard surfaces such as driveways when 

water is applied in sufficient quantity to result in excess 
flow from that surface onto adjacent 
property or the public right-of-way.
	 The following restrictions now apply 
to all properties using spray irrigation 
within the municipal limits or are served 
by the municipal water utility:
    • From April 1 through September 30, 
spray irrigation is allowed only from 6 
p.m. to 10 a.m. on all properties.
    • Shut-off nuzzles are required on any 
hoses used for hand watering, vehicle 
or equipment washing or other outdoor uses.

	 • Additional scheduling or restrictions 
may be applied during declared drought or 
emergency events.
	 Any responsible party who violates the 
ordinance prohibiting water waste is sub-
ject to progressively higher penalty fees 
until the violation ceases, an extension of 
time for corrective measures is granted or 
an appeal is initiated in accordance with 
the provision of the ordinance.
	 The first observed violation results in 
a warning with no penalty fee; the second 
observed violation $50; and the third and 
all subsequent violations $100.

    With the new water restrictions in Los Lunas, con-
sider xeriscape. Xeriscape is water-efficient landscap-
ing appropriate to the natural environment. 
    The term xeriscape is derived from the Greek word 
xeros which means dry. Xeriscape creates a visually 
attractive landscape using plants selected for water effi-
ciency. Properly maintained, a xeriscape can easily use 
less than one-half the water of traditional landscapes. 
     In New Mexico, water-conserving landscaping is 
the natural choice.

Development Around Rail 
Runner Station Studied

	 The area around the New Mexico Rail Runner sta-
tion is currently being studied for future development 
and transit opportunities.
	 The Rail Runner station is located at the intersec-
tion of Courthouse and Juan Perea Roads.
	 The Rail Runner now stops at the station three 
times in the morning, once in the early afternoon and 
three times in the evening.
	 According to Tony Sylvester of the Mid Rio Grande 
Council of Governments, one of the goals of the study 
is to identify economic opportunities which have been 
and can be created by the Rail Runner.
	 The study will also look at land use planning around 
the station as well as increased development.
	 A market analysis will be conducted of the area and 
an advisory group developed to help with the project.
	 A report will be brought to the community regarding 
the area around the station.
	

Summer Brings Mosquitoes;
Village Tackling Them

	 With hotter weather arriving soon, the Village of Los 
Lunas will be fighting pesky mosquitoes in a variety of 
ways so your summer can be pleasant.
	 Village equipment will treat sites for the early stages 
(larvae) of mosquitoes.
	 Spraying will be performed throughout the village in 
the morning and afternoon using the Ultra-Low Volume 
sprayer which provides a spray mist. The sprayer will 
focus on areas with lots of grass and water collection 
areas, but will still cover all the village.
	 Residents who have questions about mosquito 
control can call the Parks and Recreation Department 
at 352-3584. Businesses should also call if concerns 
have been raised about insects in the area of the busi-
ness.
	 The Parks and Recreation Department is in charge 
of combating summer’s skin-biting insects.
	 The village can also place gambusia (fish) into 
ponds to help fight mosquitoes breeding.
